Truman * today directed that a l 
youths volunteering for the armed 
services must do so through their 
local draft boards. 
Under hlz order, the volunteer 
must file an application with his 
board for voluntary induction. This 
is required whether or not the volun­ 
teer has been registered. 
If a registrant is unable to return 
to his local board to volunteer, he 
may fie application with the local 
board to the area where he may be 
residing at the time of his decision. 
Under the regulations, a man fl- 
jng for voluntary Induction will be 
classified as soon as possible and 
placed to the class available for 
military service if he qualifies. 
A man not required to be regis­ 
tered for induction who volunteers 
will be registered and given a selec 
tive service number to the same 
manner as those required to regis­ 
ter. 
The White House made public Mr. 
Truman’s order without any im­ 
mediate explanatory statement. It 
was not clear whether it would leave 
the volunteer free to enter the ser­ 
vice of his choice.

take-home pay. It Is true that those 
in the county government have larg 
er deductions now from their pay­ 
checks than was the case last fall. 
But the Increase In these deductions 
is not the responsibility of the tax­ 
payer. 
"The first of these Increases is 
due td the fact that the employees 
are now contributing to their own 
retirement pay and the taxpayers 
are matching their contributions. 
This Is an actual increase In their 
long-term absolute wage, and it cer­ 
tainly was ndt the Intent of the 
electorate when it put the retire­ 
ment system Into effect to reimburse 
the employees for the deduction in 
the guise of a salary Increase. 
"The second increase in these pay­ 
roll deductions Is due to the in­ 
crease in the Income tax deduction, 
due to the Imposition of higher in­ 
come tax rates by the Federal Gov­ 
ernment. It should b e .e q u a lly 
obvious that the Marin county tax­ 
payer should not be called upon to 
cover this i n c r e a s e In the tax 
liability of certain of their fellow 
citizens.

er, who is now serving in a capacity 
similar to Greer’s. 
SERVE AS DEPUTIES 
Both Greer and Green will be eli 
gible for retirement because they 
stepped out of a nelective position 
to serve as deputies. However, they 
must pay an amount of money in 
the retirement fund before they can 
retire. This amount had not been 
paid during their office in an elec­ 
tive capacity. (Miss Green was ap­ 
pointed not elected to her former 
position as recorder.) Greer claims 
to Jiave a legal opinion which would 
exempt him from serving as a dep­ 
uty before retiring. 
County employees 
must 
retire 
when they reach the age of 70, ex­ 
cept those who were 70 at the time 
the system went into effect. They 
have until July 1, 1952 to make up 
their minds, even* though they are 
more than 70 years old then. 
Also expected to retire are those 
who will become 70 years of age up 
to July 1, 1952. However, they may 
retire at less than the age of 70, 
if they are more than 55 years old 
and have had at least 10 years serv­ 
ice. 
Miss Green is under 70, but over 
55, and has more than 40 years serv­ 
ice. 
Greer, on the other Hand is 
over 70, and has considerably more 
than 10 years service, having served 
as district attorney, as well as in 
the schools office. 
OVER $200 
Both Miss Green and Greer will 
receive a pension of more than $200 
a month once they have joined into 
the system. The exact amount of 
the monthly payment in these two 
cases and all othefs is made by an 
actuarial firm 
employed 
by the 
county. 
The ages of persons who are in 
the system are secret. The county 
retirement system is set up under 
an enabling act of the state legisla­ 
ture, ahd according to the county 
employees retirement act 1937, the 
sworn statements 
made 
by em­ 
ployees, including their ages, cannot 
be disclosed. 
FIRST TO RETIRE 
Among the first to retire was C. 
H. McIntosh, who Was foreman of 
county road district No. 5, at No­ 
vato. According to Harvey Marsh 
chairman of the board of retirement, 
McIntosh retired with a pension of 
$118.60 a month. 
Two others receive $75 a month, 
Marsh says. Retired at the time of 
McIntosh were Dr. H. O. Howitt, 
former county physician, and Jo­ 
seph A. Stutt, courthouse building 
custodian. 
Later Mr. and Mrs. Charles Good­ 
win, employees at the county farm 
retired, and Marsh say they too re­ 
ceive $75 each a month on pen­ 
sion. 
Several others in the courthouse 
and in county employment will be 
eligible and are expected to retire 
sometime within the next 1% years. 
Marsh has no estimate of how many 
but he says that a survey of the 
situation will be made in the near 
future.

So far, since the system has been 
in effect, 35 county employees in 
the system ‘have quit their jobs and 
have withdrawn a total of $1,772. 
Apparently the courthouse does 
not look forward to a wholesale lot 
of forced retirements — those who 
must retire at the age of 70 since 
the average age of the county work­ 
er Is 46. 
And a person must be 55 years 
old and have ten years service" be­ 
fore an application for retirement 
can be made. But the retirement 
payment—the pension—comes at 
reduced figure.

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San Rafael PTA Council Unanimously Endorses 
School Bond Election And Building Program

The San Rafael Council of Par­ 
ents and Teachers gave a unanimous 
vote of confidence in the school 
building plans projected by the San 
Rafael Board of Education and a 
formal endorsement of the school 
bonds, at a meeting on January 11. 
The meeting was attended by PTA 
presidents from each of the San Ra­ 
fael Schools. 
Mrs. George Alper», council presi­ 
dent, stated: “Members of the coun­ 
cil have attended all meetings and 
have studied carefully each step in 
the building program for the San 
Rafael schools. We are thoroughly 
satisfied that the board of educa­ 
tion has taken the only means pos­ 
sible to relieve our crowded con­ 
ditions and are heartily in accord 
with their program” 
M. J. Lamperti, Chairman of the 
Citizen's Committee for Public 
Schools, r e m a r k e d : “We have 


reached a point where It is abso­ 
lutely necessary that this bond be 
passed.** 
A complete summary of the facts 
concerning the bond issue was pre­ 
sented by Lauriston Tardy, publicity 
chairman for the Citizen’s Commit­ 
tee. He stressed the fact that the 
issue is one of a critical shortage of 
classrooms. Because of emergency 
conditions throughout the state, 
money was not allocated to San Ra­ 
fael until after the new tax assess­ 
ment value. Under the new law, San 
Rafael lacks $18,000 bonded in­ 
debtedness to get the necessary loan 
from the state. 
Tardy stated: “With the passage 
of this bond issue we will get almost 
one million dollars from the state 
to carry out our building program. 
We are only re-establishing our 
qualification under the-requirement, 
originally fulfilled in February.” 


| The location and plans for build­ 
ings have been suggested and ap­ 
proved by the state; the Woodland 
Site for the Intermediate School 
being the only site in San Rafael 
acceptable to the state. 
Lamperti pointed out the fact 
that the passage of the bond issue 
win not increase the tax rate above 
that voted iry February, 1850, be­ 
cause of the legal technicalities for 
repayment. 
The bond issue has already been 
endorsed by the Taxpayer’s As­ 
sociation, and the Tamalpais Post 
of the Veterans of Foreign Wars.

“No one has ever proved that a 
motion picture was responsible for 
a crime”, said Robert Atkinson, 
when he spoke to members of the 
Marin Motion Picture Council at 
their meeting this week, in the San 
ftafael City Hall. “We do know, 
however, that certain “movies” de­ 
pict false standards of luxury, and 
may help to create exaggerated and 
distorted values in the minds of 
young people.” 
“Too much of anything is not 
good. Too many motion pictures may 
not be good for your child,” Atkin­ 
son continued, “His temperament 
may be such that it can not stand 
the overstimulation and excitement 
which another child would not find 
injurious.” 
“I do not think that much harm 
ever results from a child’s seeing 
any picture if he is accompanied by 
his parent who can explain away 
anything which might disturb him. 
It is when children are just left 
alone in the theatre with a group 
of other children their own age, and 
often just parked there to get rid 
of them for a few hours, that harm 
is done. Families need to do things 
together. That is one advantage of 
television over the movies: it keeps 
the family at home, enjoying some­ 
thing together.” 
Referring to his work at the 
Guidance Center at San Quentin, 
Atkinson said that during the four 
years that he has been employed 
there, he has interviewed some three 
thousand men, and that in nearly all 
instances, their misdemeanors can 
be attributed to the fact that as 
childfen, they felt insecurity in one 
way or another, usually because 
they felt unwanted and without 
status in their families. In order to 
gain recognition for themselves they 
peipetrated a crime. Perhaps the 
technique for that crime may have 
been suggested .by a gangster pic­ 
ture which the boy had teen, but 
the underlying cause of his action 
was something far more- deepseated 
than that. It can be traced to a 
childhood experience of insecurity.

From Washington 
the Fosters went to San Francisco 
flying from there to Honolulu then 
on to Wake Island and Guam. 
“When in the air it was like going 
to church,’* Mrs. Foster told me. 
“You Just feel nearer to Qod some­ 
how.” 
Mrs. FOster said she found For­ 
mosa very interesting. 
Here, she 
said, ECA has made more progress 
than almost any other place. “The 
governor h a s Introduced many 
methods to Interest the people in 
helping themselves with their new 
¡ mowledge ” she told me. “They had 
four rice crops this year, partly due 
to the fertiliser the U. S. sent them.” 
In Batavia Mrs. Foster spent most 
of a day visiting the factories where 
they made the sarongs or fabric 
lengths for their native dress. One 
manufacturer presented her with a 
sarong, which she says she plans 
to use for a beach costume. She 
also picked up some washable cot­ 
ton kimonos in Tokyo, where she 
stayed while her husbanr flew to 
Korea. In Bangkok she bought sil­ 
ver jewelry and earrings and a Mack 
star sapphire; In Saigon, handker­ 
chiefs of batik design. 
Everywhere she went she says she 
found wives of American officials 
working to teach native women to 
do something important and to 
realize the beauty of what they were 
doing.”

Scholar Unearths 


Fabulous legend 


Of Lost Unicorns 


WASHINGTON 01.» — Modern 
scholarship has tracked down, the 
real-life ancestor of the unicorn, 
fabulous beast of ancient and me­ 
dieval art and legend. 
Artists of the middle ages and 
earlier represented the one-homed 
beast as having the head and body 
of a horse, the hind legs of an 
antelope and the tail of a lion— 
to mention a few of their descrip­ 
tions. Dr. Richard Ettinghausen of 
the Smithsonian Institution says 
they were thinking about the rhi­ 
noceros of India and didn’t know 
it. 
Travelers to the ancient Far East 
saw or heard vaguely of the mighty, 
one-homed rhino, he says and on 
telling of it afterwards, let imagina­ 
tion substitute for facts. 
GIVEN MANY FORMS 
Thus, artists variously represent­ 
ed the unlcom as a one-homed cow, 
lion, an antelope, a horse, and 
sometimes even gave it wings, con­ 
fusing It with the “roc” of the 
Arabian Nights which legend said 
slew elephants and lions. 
One of Ettinghausen’s exhibits 
shows a massive elephant dangling 
helplessly from the siendo*, twisted 
horn of a unicorn. 
Ettinghausen, who has published 
a book of his findings, studied only 
the Moslem representations of the 
unlcom, which are lesser known 
than the western likenesses often 
found on medieval tapestries and 
illuminated manuscripts, 
LEGEND BLASTED 
Reliable and factual reports from 
India in the 18th century blasted 
the unicorn legend, but even today 
that fabulous beast, referred to In 
the Bible and by Aristotle and 
Pliny, is tha lefthand supporter of 
the crest on the shield of Great 
Britain. 
Until 1879, an instrument known 
as a “unicorn’s horn” was used to 
test the food of French royalty 
against poison. This followed the 
ancient myth that the horn was 
non-polsonous.

Would Be Tragedy Says Sheriff

Along with many others who 
have voiced their opinion with re­ 
gard to a move to kill off a given 
number of deer in the Tamalpais 
Game Refuge, in hopes of stop­ 
ping thefli from damaging the gar­ 
dens adjoining the refuge, I wish 
to have the privilege of adding 
my contribution to the problem, 
and to direct my views to those 
who are experiencing such dam­ 
age. 
I believe that my study of Marin 
County deer and my experience 
give me a good idea of what may 
result if hundreds of hunters are 
permitted to slaughter’deer in the 
area mentioned. 
I fully agree with the complain­ 
ants t h a t thq sMation is truly 
regrettable, and they have every 
right to seek a solution to their 
problem. However, they must real­ 
ise that before any action is taken 
a careful survey must first be 
made to determine the complica­ 
tions, risk or tragedy which may 
result from any particular under­ 
taking.

Deer season has been selected 
as the logical time. The day of the 
hunt arrives, hunters come In 
buses, station wagons, and ^private 
cars from far and near. They are 
decked out for the kill, and itch­ 
ing to get started. 
The area which is being dam­ 
aged by the deer is pointed out 
to the hunters, and the slaughter 
is on. The tremendous warlike 
noise from hundreds of rifles is 
heard throughout the valleys. 
Bullets fly in every direction, 
one of them strikes a woman while 
she Is hanging up clothes. An­ 
other stray bullet crashes through 
a large store window in Kentfleld. 
A rloochetted bullet creases the 
shoulder of a small child playing 
in a garden, and another pierces 
the windshield of a passing car. 
A spent bullet hits a gds station 
attendant in the foot in San An­ 
selmo. Six of the hunters are hit 
by stray or misdirected bullets, and 
similar reports continue to come in. 


AMBULANCES AT SCENE 
Sirens are heard, ambulances 
and police cars appear on the 
scene. People become hysterical 
and run for cover. 
In the excitement a woman asks 
a deputy sheriff of the Russians 
have landed. 
He replies negatively, and ex­ 
plains the reason for the shooting. 
She questions, "But why are 
they shooting down here, there 
certainly are no deer in town?'* 
He explains that the bullets are 


Me explains further that the 
sheriff’s office and the police de­ 
partments are making every effort 
to stop the tragedy, but are hav­ 
ing difficulty locating the hunters. 
32 DEER KILLED. 2 PEOPLE 
The slaughter finally comes to 
an end and we sum up the results 
of the hunt, The killed deer are 
brought to a central location and 
stacked in two separate piles. One 
contains 21 does, and the other 
holds 11 bucks, a total of 32. 
A medical man examines the 
udder of each doe to determine 
how many of them had been nurs­ 
ing fawns, and he finds 17, which 
indicates there could be about 34 
fawns left somewhere in the refuge 
to die. 
After the deer were counted, 
they were loaded onto trucks and 
delivered to public institutions in 
the county. 
The number of innocent persons 
shot were 13, two of them fatally. 
The damage to property was 
considerable, out df which will 
grow many thousands of dollars 
in damage suits against hunters, 
property owners, the County of 
Marin, and the State of Calif ornia. 


ALL THIS TRAGEDY 
On the following day a report 
is received from the game warden 
who had been checking the dam­ 
age in the refuge. He chanced to 
come upon a dead doe that had 
been shot the previous day, her 
baby fawns were standing by at­ 
tempting to nurse from their mur­ 
dered mother's breast. 
All this ¿ragedy for what? What, 
If any, has been gained? 
Has the problem of stopping the 
deer from trespassing and damag­ 
ing your property been answered? 
Yes, it has— for four days. On 
the fifth day, your unwelcome 
guests are back, enjoying the lus­ 
cious shrubs and flowers as of 
yore, and leaving their calling 
cards to prove they had been there. 
REAL POSSIBILITY' 
' The above imaginative story 
may seem a little far fetched to 
some, but nevertheless it is a pos­ 
sibility, and it could happen here. 
Those who know, will tell you 
that the slaughter of a given num­ 
ber of deer in this refuge is not 
the answer to your problem, an­ 
other will soon step into the place 
of every one killed. 
9 
As the saying goes, "The grass 
Is umAUy greener on the other 
side of the fence," so what better 
selection could a wise deer make 
but to choose the luscious shrubs 
and flowers on your side of the 
fence. 
THINNING OUT DEER 
There has been some talk about 
thinning out the deer. Since the 
creation of the refuge, this has 
never been necessary. 
The deer population of the Tam­ 


alpais game refuge is naturally 
controlled by the amount of food 
in and on the lands adjacent to 
the refuge, principally north and 
west. During the season of the 
year when food is scarce, these 
deer will migrate in these direc­ 
tions. It is not uncommon to see 
deer moving out of the refuge dur­ 
ing these timee. 
Therefore, thinning out requires 
no outside assistance except in a 
case of an epidemic when the Di­ 
vision of Fish and Game will sub­ 
scribe a method of procedure. 
4-POINT PLAN 
How then, can you keep deer 
from damaging your garden? 
POr your convenience I am list­ 
ing a number of aids or preven­ 
tives that I do remember and 
which have been successful here 
and in other places; 
1—Secure a small jump dog or 
any dog that can be trained to heel 
deer, similar to ranch dogs used 
to round up or heel cattle. Allow 
this dog to run free in the area 
affected. 
* 
2—Spray blood meal along the 
line fence and around the plants 
apt to be damaged. These should 
be resprayed whenever necessary 
depending on the* weather. 
§ 
3—String electric light* pinwg 
the fence line or near the areas 
to be protected. These lights should 
flash intermittently. A long delay 
is suggested. 
4—Erect a properly constructed 
fence. Such a fence can be seen 
on the garden property of Dr. Leo 
Stanley located on the edge of the 
game refuge near the Meadow 
Golf Club grounds on the Bolinas 
road out of Fairfax. 


IN OPERATION 33 YEARS 
In closing may I remind you 
that the Mount Tamalpais Game 
Refuge created in 1917 has func­ 
tioned uninterruptedly for over 33 
years as one of the most beautiful 
spots in the United States. 
Because of the suitable feeding 
and breeding place for birds and 
animals, together with over favor­ 
able conditions, it was set aside 
as a real sanctuary for the pro­ 
tection of all wild life, where they 
have taken refuge and where they 
know they are protected and sale 
from guns and bullets. 
Deer, as well as other wild life, 
have learned to trust and have 
confidence in us. Hikers, tourists 
and many other persons have trav­ 
eled from far points to study and 
admire them. 
In behalf of all our friends, may 
I ask you, that after you have 
carefully analyzed my views and 
suggestions to please reconsider 
your ideas. It is my sincere hope 
that the foregoing will possibly be 
of some mid to you, and will dis­ 
courage any act that may bring 
sadness Into your homes. 


A LEASE ON A HOUSE or apartment or 
business place— 
You can break the lease by notifying the land­ 
lord you’re going into uniform but, unless the 
landlord is willing, the lease can’t be endqd until 
30 days after the next rent payment is due. 
In some cases a landlord might think breaking 
the lease so soon would work a hardship on him. 
For example: If he spent a lot in decorating the 
place. 
In such a case he might go to court. If the 
judge thinks the landlord would suffer a hard­ 
ship by such a fast lease-break, he can order the 
lease to stay in effect longer than ”30 days after 
the next payment is due.” 


MORTGAGES- 
If you’re in service and say you can’t keep up 
the mortgage payments, the mortgagor can't do 
anything about it unless he first goes to court 
and asks a judge for help/ The judge can: 
1—Order the mortgagor to return to you all 
the payments you've already made and then 
foreclose on the property. This might happen 
in the case of a man who hasn’t paid much on 
the mortgage. 
2—Postpone the whole case so long as he, the 
judge, wishes. 
3—Try to work out an agreement satisfactory 
to both sides. 
4—Declare that the serviceman doesn’t have 
to make any more payments until he gets out of 
seivice. 
5—Order the mortgage foreclosed "without 
prejudice” to the serviceman. 
Which means: 
When the serviceman is discharged, he can re­ 
negotiate to get the house back. In other words: 
The mortgagor .who foreclosed could rent the 
house but not sell it till the serviceman returned. 


Alcoholism Among 
Greatest Problems In 
United States Today 


Alcoholism is one of the great­ 
est problems in the United States 
today. Its magnitude Is evidenced 
by the fact that by conservative 
medical estimate there are at 
least three-fourths of a million 
people In the country today who 
use alcohol to excess. 
According to modern medical 
opinion, these people are sick to 
begin with and became sicker as 
their dependence on alcohol grows. 
Moreover, the alcohol itself brings 
on other ailments, both mental 
and physical, when used to excess 
over long periods of time. 
Perhaps the largest group of 
persons, about one-half of those 
who drink too much, do so be­ 
cause of some underlying mental 
or p h y s i c a l illne::. A second 
smaller group may have some dis- 
surbance of the body chemistry. 
Hie third group is made up of 
persons who are well adjusted but, 
under adverse situations, resort to 
drinking of an irregular nature. 
These persons usually start out as 
social drinkers—that is, they take 
a drink on occasion. However, be­ 
cause of difficult situations in 
their work or homes, they pass 
through a stage of excessive drink­ 
ing to the point where they be­ 
come chronic alcoholics. 
An alcoholic is a sick person and 
requires s y m p a t h e t i c medical 
treatment and understanding. Of 
course, if the patient is physically 
sick, he needs treatment, and such 


treatment should be adequate and 
carried out vigorously. 
Sometimes, the services of a 
specialist in nervous disorders is 
required, 
particularly 
in 
those 
cases where there have been pre­ 
vious nervous mental breakdowns, 
or where there is a history of 
mental disturbance, anxiety 01*| 
perhaps, epilepsy. 
COMPLETE ABSTINENCE 
, 


One thing is certain in the 
treatment of alcoholism, and that 
is that complete abstinence is 
necessary. 
These persons must be taught 
to recognize just what their ca­ 
pacities for work are, and to act 
within those capacities and limi­ 
tations, rather than to try to 
escape their difficult situations 
through drinking. The develop­ 
ment of new pursuits, habits and 
activities is frequently helpful. 
Treatment with drugs in gen­ 
eral is not of a great deal of value 
in so far as is known at present, 
although preparations, such as 
extracts from the. adrenal glands, 
have been tried with good results 
in some esses.

is insane if his doctor sends him 
to a psychologist?

Answer: A visit to a psycholo­ 
gist does not mean that the per­ 
son is insane.

BUYING ON INSTALLMENT— 
Suppose you bought a radio on time. Now 
you’ve been notified to report for military duty. 
You say you can't keep up the payments pn your 
military pay. 
Before going into service, you might try to 
work out a deal with the department store which 
sold you the radio to make smaller payments 
over a longer period of time. 
(The federal regulations limiting the length 
Df time for civilians to pay off in full on install­ 
ment purchases can be ignored in the case of 
servicemen.) 
But suppose you’re already in service and the 
department store wants to collect on the radio 
or take it back. What then? 
, The store can’t do anything without first suing 
you in court and then can do nothing without 
approval of the judge. The judge can do a num­ 
ber of things: 
He can check with the military to see whether 
you can afford to keep up the payments. If he 
finds you can, he may order you to do so. If 
you don’t, he can let the store take back the 
radio. 


IF HE FINDS YOU can’t pay then the judge 
can: 
1 -Say you don’t have to make any payments 
for an indefinite period-months, maybe—or that 
you don’t have to pay a dime more until you’re 
out of service. 
2-Or, he can order the payments reduced, giv­ 
ing you longer to pay, 
3-Or, he could do other dungs. For example:

Profitable; Wins Crosby Tourney

PEEBLE BEACH (fl*)—There have 
been greater golfing victories in the 
brilliant career of Byron Nelson but 
none probably more completely sat­ 
isfying than the one the ex-cham 
pion took back to Texas today.

Prospects are becoming better al 
the time that California's largest 
lake will some day jft-ovide gooc 
game fishing for thousands of 
southern state sportsmen. 
The State Division of Fish anc 
Game reports thgt more than 1,000 
fish seined from the Gulf of Cali 
foraia have been planted in the Sal­ 
tón Sea. 
The operation was the 
third hi efforts to establish game 
and forage fish in the lake. 
District Biologist Willis A. Evens 
headed the expedition that moved 
the fish in. 
He says he believes 
there is a good chance the desert- 
bounu lake will eventually provide 
good, fishing. However—he says it 
will be several years before any 
sport fishing will be possible, even 
if the experimental plantings are 
successful. 
The latest planting of fish came 
from near San Felipe, léxico, where 
water conditions parallel those of 
the Saltón Sea. A crew removed 
surf smelt, perch, and other small 
fish species with the aid of nets. 
They were placed In aerated tank 
trucks and rushed to the inland sea. 
Establishment of small forage fish, 
or food for larger game fish was 
the first step in making the Saltón 
over into a fishing lake.

California's 
Capitol Week 


SACRAMENTO (U.R) —California’s 
legislators dropped 1090 bills in sen 
ate and assembly hoppers last week 
ranging from a billion dollar bud­ 
get to a bill making the state’s colors 
bhie and gold. 
And at week’s end, they were al­ 
ready considering going home. The 
president pro-tempore of the sen­ 
ate, Harold J. Powers, R„ Eagle 
ville, introduced a resolution calling 
for adjournment next 
Saturday 
(Jan. 20). Assembly leaders felt it 
would take perhaps a week longer 
¿han that. 
But the session was launched on 
a somber note. Gov. Earl Warren’s 
inaugural address as the first three­ 
time governor in 100 years of state­ 
hood warned legislators they were 
meeting in the "shadow of a prob­ 
able third world war." 
"The zero hour may be rapidly ap­ 
proaching," Warren said as he set 
civilian defense as the "first and 
foremost” target for* legislative con­ 
sideration, 
Ordinary prudence demands that 
we make civil defense our major ob- 
ective,” Warren told the legislators 
in the jam-packed assembly cham­ 
bers. 
The governor did not limit his pro­ 
gram to purely emergency prepara­ 
tions. He asked for continuation of 
the war against crime by continuing 
his commission on organized crime, 
by new tax laws to hit at criminals

SALT LAKE CITY (U.P.)—Contrac­ 
tors of the $1,500,000 Charleston

It looks like the California Fish 
and Game Division is in for a reor­ 
ganization—one way or another. 
The week-old session of the state 
legislature already has before it a 
bill to reorganize the division. Prior 
to that the Fish and Game Com­ 
mission had announced at their re­ 
cent Los Angeles meeting its inten­ 
tion to put through its own reorgan- 
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ization plan, which had been oppos­ 
ed by a legislative interim commit 
tee. 
The bill before the legislature was 
introduced by Senator Charles M 
Brown of Shoshone. It would take 
away administrative powers of the 
commission and make it a policy- 
forming board only. A new Depart­ 
ment of Fish and Game with a di­ 
rector appointed by the governor 
would be set up. 
Under the present setup the Divi­ 
sion of Fish and Game is in the 
Department of Natural Resources. 
The executive officer 0* the Division 
is now responsible to the commis­ 
sion. 
The plan originally put forth by 
the commission calls for the setting 
up of various administrative regions 
throughout the state with officials 
in charge for each region. 
The commission’s announcement 
that they intended to try and es­ 
tablish their own reorganization 
plan came as something of a sur­ 
prise since they had held off at the 
request of the legislative committee 
before. 
It now appears that the commls 
sion intends to defy the legislators 
regardless of the outcome. 
Many 
authorities think the result might 
well 13 that the legislature will re 
fuse to renew the regulatory powers 
of the commission, which now sets 
seasons and bag limits. If the com 
mission Is to keep these powers it 
will be up to the present session of 
the legislature to again authorize it 


There have also been several bills 
of lesser importance dealing with 
Fish and Game matters introduced 
into the legislature. 
f One of them—by Senator A. W 
Way of Eureka—would make it 8 
crime for hunters to leave or waste 
any game bird or mammal. Still 
another bill would make any can­ 
ning plant that handles fish caught 
by sportsmen subject to a $500 fine 
if they were found to possess fish 
caught commercially.
